ALBERTA WHEAT CROP WILL 
BE ABOUT 115,000,000 BUS. 


A crop survey issued Tuesday by 
Agriculture Minister D.B, MacMillan 
showed that Alberta will harvest an 
estimated 115,000,000 bushels of wheat 
this year, an increase of 35,000,000 
over 1943, 

Oats production ig estimated at 127 
million bushels, nearly two million bu- 
shels less than the 1943 yield. Pro- 
duction of barley is estimated at 56 
million bushels, about the same as 
last year, and flaxseed is estimated to 
yield 1,320,000 bushels, a drop of over 
2,000,000 bushels from the 1943 figure.

After the war travel by air will 
certainly increase in popularity. An- 
ticipating this, nearly 100 civil avia- 
tion representatives from the United 
Kingdom, Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand gathered in Montreal on Oc- 
tober 23rd for a Commonwealth con- 
ference on postwar international air 
transport. The delegates discussed 
post war routes between the member 
nations of the British Commonwealth 
and generally put the British Com- 
monwealth air policy house in order, 
prior to the United Nations Air Con- 
ference which follows in Washing- 
ton on November 1st. 
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The tuberculosis rate in the Cana- 
dian Army is lower by a considerable 
margin than in any other army any- 
where, according to a report from Na- 
tional Defence headquarters. The 
army tuberculosis incodence is less 
than 20 per cent that of the prevail- 
ing civilian rate, There are currently 
twice as many deaths from tubercu- 
iosis among Canadian civilians as 
there are tuberculosis cases among the 
Canadian soldiers, That’s a challenge 
to civilians to fight tuberculosis, and 
remove this menace to the health of 
cur soldiers as they come in contact 
with civilian carriers of the disease.

Good old maple syrup and maple 
sugar, a nostalgic thought for east- 
erners who live in other climes! Now- 
adays the maple crop is big business. 
The 1944 crop totalled 3,090,400 gal- 
lons which was 34 per cent greater 
than last year, and 18.9 per cent high- 
er than the ten year average from 
1938-42, Even at that there was not 
sufficient to meet the heavy demand 
and it sold quickly at ceiling prices. 
The gross farm value of the crop was 
$9,055,300,

HIGHER QUALITY WILL HELP 


The Food Research Institute tells 
us that the demands for wheat by 
European countries in peacetime will 
be less than many suppose, 

Canada has the largest existing 
surplus of wheat, and each year a 
larger quantity for export than any 
other country, There are two things 
we might do, One is to reduce produc- 
tion to fit the European demand, 
which will be low if existing obstruc- 
tions to international] trade continue, 
or the other would be for Canada ard 
other countries to remove these ex- 
isting obstructions to trade—tariffs 
and so forth—and so greatly increase 
the demand for Canadian wheat. This, 
of course, is by far the better method, 

In any event, there will be keen 
competition to sell wheat, and as in 
the past quality will count. Our 
prairie farmers, therefore, should 
make every effort to produce crops 
that are true-to-variety and so of high 
quality, The “Crop Testing Plan” once 
again this year finds that many furm- 
ers are growing wheat crops that are 
mixed varieties, 1nd so of poor qua)l- 
ity, In every district there are some 
farmers who have true-to-variety 
crops which have been classed as “A” 
by “Crop Testing Plan” tests, Those 
farmers who are doubtful about the 
quality of their crops should secure 
better seed, One cheap ‘ource of good 
seed would be their neighbors who 
have produced an “A” quality crop 
of a suitable variety,

“NEIL” CUNNINGTON, 
CARBON OLD TIMER, 
DIES AT 82 YEARS - 


Came To Carbon District 
From Wyoming, in 1903 


Another Carbon old timer in the per- 
son of Cornelius Cunnington passed 
away in a Calgary hospital on Thurs- 
day afternoon, October 19, following 
a lengthy illness. 

The late Mr. Cunnington was born 
in Ontario and moved to Missouri with 
his parents at the age of seven, He 
was employed in the States in his 
younger years and in 1902 came to 
Canada with his wife in a covered 
wagon, In 1903 they came to the Car- 
bon district and homesteaded on the 
Knee Hill creek about 2 miles from 
the present townsite of Carbon, and 
he had resided here since that date. 
Mr. Cunnington went into the cattle 
business quite extensively when he 
fiist came-to the district, but in later 
years turned to grain farming, and 
operated a section and a quarter farm, 

Deceased was one of the real old 
timers of the Carbon district and was 
82 years of age at the time of his 
death, Besides his wife, Adela, he is 
survived by one daughter, Mrs. Percy 
Smith of Calgary. A son, Joseph, pre- 
deceased him in 1942. 

Funeral] services were held for the 
late Cornelius Cunnington in Calgary 
on Monday afternoon at 1:30 o’clock, 
and a number of Carbon and district 
residents were in attendance, Rey. R.

By Bulgarians 


LONDON.—Bulgaria has accepted 
preliminary armistice terms from 
Russia, Great Britain and United 
States, Moscow radio announced. 

The Moscow announcement said one 
of the preliminary conditions was 
that all Bulgarian troops in Greece 
and Yugoslavia must be evacuated 
within 15 days. 

The move was apparently a speedy 
result of Moscow conferences be- 
tween Marshal Stalin and Prime Min- 
ister Churchill. 

Simultaneously, a Cairo broadcast 
heard here by the Associated Press 
said Bulgarian troops in Greece had 
already received their orders to with- 
draw. 

Tripartite military commission un- 
der the chairmanship of a Russian 
representative will check and super- 
vise the evacuation of Bulgarian} 
troops and officials from the occupied 
territories, the Moscow announce- 
ment said. 

Evacuation of the Greek and Yugo- | 
slav territories—which Bulgaria ob 
tained in her former partnership with 
Germany—must start immediately. 

In the British House of Commons 
the Min'‘ster of State, Sir Richard 
Law, said that a limited evacuation | 
had been started by the Bulgars from 
the territories which, he said, “they 
filched and robbed from the Allied 
nations.” 

The Russian announcement indi- 
cated final armistice conditions for | 
Bulgaria will not be settled until) 
she fulfils the preliminary terms of 
withdrawal. 

Allied governments, through the 
European advisory commission, have 
been considering these armistice con- 
ditions since Sept. 9, when the Rus- 
sians ended hostilities against the 
Bulgarian army after a one-day war. 

The Russians have been busy in 
Bulgaria rounding up Nazi officials 
and pro-German elements who had 
launched the country on a road of 
territorial aggrandizement with Hit- 
ler's help in 1940.

CONTROL OF PERENNIAL WEEDS 


The fight against thistles, and par- 
ticularly Canada Thistle must be con- 
tinued right until freeze up if eradi- 
cation is to be obtained. A great many 
failures to destroy perennial weeds 
are due to the fact that cultivation 
is not carried on long enough or is not 
thoroughly performed, During the fall 
of the year cultivation of summer- 
fallow is apt to be neglected because 
of the rush of other work, 

As far as perennial weeds are con- 
cerned, neglect at this time may mean 
a waste of all work done on the sum- 
merfallow during the year, This is 
particularly true of Canada Thistle, 
and of the Four Bad Weeds: Leafy 
Spurge, Hoary Cress, Russian Knap- 
weed and Field Bindweed, To eradi- 
cate these weeds, cultivation must be 
thorough and continued until freeze- 
up.—Dept. of Agriculture Bulletin,
